With the exception of the four. votes 
which come from Florida for Hearst, 
every vote -from every distinctively 
southern state will go to Parker on the 
first ballot. This does not include West 
Virginia, which has taken no formal ac- 
tion as yet, but which is confidently ex- 
pected to gu for Parker from the start.

THE SUN’S HEAT. 


Swiss Scientist Says It Is Growing 
Weaker.
